Because of this, it is from the most significant of 
matters and most emphasized obligations is to be 
concerned with learning the tights of others; And 
that the Muslim's concern about the tights, and 
learning about them should be with the intention of 
performing it and establish it in a true and complete 
mannet. 


It is a must also to implement it as an act of wotship 
to Allah alone; seeking nearness to Him. This 
knowledge should not be | merely to obtain 
information, to grow in knowledge and have a 
wealth of knowledge and so forth.

Therefore, the elderly deserve respect and honot. 
They have a position, rank, and prestige which are 
imperative that it is preserved and maintained. So 
whoever does not respect the elders then he is not 
from us. The Prophets علض‎ 


statement: 
“Not from us” 


Pertaining to the (above statement) is that whoever 
does not respect the elder and honor him is not 


upon the guidance of the Prophet 425 


he upon his proper way ot His Sunnah, may peace be 
upon him. | 


Indeed, this tight with respect to what it is 
surrounded by it becomes greater and gains more 
importance. 


If he is a relative, then he has the tight of kinship 
along with the right being elderly. If he is a neighbor, 
then in addition, to his right of being an elder, is his 
right of being a neighbor. 


If he is a Muslim, then he has the right of Islam 
along with his right of being elderly. If the elder is a 
father or grandfather, then the right is greater. Even 
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if the elderly person is a non-Muslim then he has the 
right of being elderly since the legislation has set out 
to safeguard the rights of the elderly even if he is 
among the non-Muslims. | 


So perhaps your adherence of his right could be a 
teason for him accepting this religion during this 
latter stage 1n his life and closeness to leaving this 


wotld. 


So he will see the generosity, kindness, nobility, and 
beauty of this religion. Especially, if he sees that his 
tights are being neglected within his own false creeds 
and false belief that he was raised upon and lived. 


Thus, he will enter into the religion based upon this 
shining matter which he sees with his own eyes 
whereas this right has been neglected. 


So that has come in between him and accepting this

Likewise, if the person's father abandons the prayer 
ot is a Faasig (open sinner) then his right of 
parenthood and his right of old-age still remains. He 
should be treated according to the prerequisite of 
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this right out of adhering to his tights and joining 
theit heatts. 


Perhaps Allah will guide them back to the truth and 
what is tight. At the same time, advice should be 


offered to him with good manners and without 


looking down upon him and being arrogant. 
Perhaps Allah may bestow upon him guidance and 
success towards uptightness. 


In any tate, our religion is a religion of goodness, 
ease, kindness, justice; it is a religion of adhering to 
the rights and carrying them out. It is a religion of 
giving every person his due rights. 


Our legislation has come to safeguard the tights of 
elders and adhere to it even if he is not Muslim. So 
what is the case if this elder is a Muslim, a neighbor, 
a kin, ot if he is a father ot a mother? No doubt then 
the right is greater. 


Rather, indeed this is from the greatest of actions 
that draw one closer to Allâh; from the most 
magnificent means of attaining Allah’s pleasure and 
relief from wotties and facilitation of one's affairs 
just like what is witnessed in the story of the three 
individuals who took refuge in a cave in a mountain. 
So they entered it, and a boulder fell from the 
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mountain and blocked them in the cave. Each one of 
them implored Allah using his most virtuous actions. 
The waseelah of one of them was his establishment of 
this grand right and his adherence to this 


magnificent request where He said in his Tawasul,

If you wete to read the superb book by Imaam al- 
Bukhaati, may Allah have mercy upon him, Al-Adab 
al-Mufrad ot other than that from the books of the 
people of knowledge in this area indeed you would 
see from the prophetic narration as well as several 
texts, which call and invite the people of Eemaan and 
all of the Muslims to establish this grand right and 
presetve it; however, surely you would notice within 
this book as well as other than it from the books of 
the people of Sunnah the exalted decorum and 
sublime character with the elderly that the generation 
of the Companions# was upon as well as those who 


followed them 1n excellence.

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So we will go through some brief instances of that as 
well as some reminders of it, Allah willing. 


` SDE E ECS 
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THE IMPACT OF SERMONS AND REMINDERS 
SHOULD NOT BE TEMPORARY 


At this point, we would accept a prospective that is 

required. If we were to hear about the tights of 
elders, the legislation’s invitation to cattv it out and 
adhere to it, then every one of us will need of a 
summary of the things that every person should 
visualize within himself and has within his mind so 
that it will be an aid for him to carry out this task. 


Otherwise, the influence of this hearing will be 
temporary or non-existent. I will mention briefly a 
problem which we are afflicted by it abundantly 
throughout our practical life whereas we certainly 
listen to beneficial lectures and impressive reminders 
except that our influence by it will be brief. 


So to some people, the effects of the exhortation will 
stay with him for a week, or less, or more then it will 


come to a halt. 


It is not appropriate for us that our circumstance is 
like this; rather, it is appropriate that our 
circumstance is that we ate admonished and 
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reminded from the ways of good is continuous and 
uninterrupted. Allah, Most High, says:

until Allah calls him back while He, Allah, is "— 
with him.

So in this topic that we are in “The Rights of Elders in 


Islam”, we ate in need of matters which in brief are 


incumbent upon us to visualize within ourselves 
until it becomes an aid for us in establishing these 
tights; that we persist in applying them until we meet 
| Allàh, the glotious and highest. 


! I hope to summarize them in a numbet of points: 


The First point: Is that we stop at the textual 
evidences from the Qur'an and Sunnah that directs 
(us) to the impottance of adheting to this 
magnificent tight—the tights of elders. The 
evidences have a great impact on upon the believing 
souls and sincere hearts. By Allah! Then I swear by 


Allah again! Indeed the statement ot out

If this statement had encountered a righteous heart, 
which does not have any opaqueness on it ot 
anything covering it indeed 1t would cause the heart 
to ttemble and make an impression on it greatly.

Therefore, we need to listen to these evidences, and 
these blessed narrations from our noble Prophet 
ACEN so this listening will be an aid for us upon 
the good.

afterwards action and implementation. 


Thus, these are the stages, upon which, the slave 
advances steadily. For this reason, the legislation has 
brought incitement towatds seeking beneficial 
knowledge and sticking to its' gatherings, because it

As for the tights of elders which Islam has invited us 
to and commanded (us) with are: 


Firstly: Is honoring them just as it is mentioned in 
the hadith (i.e. Prophetic tradition),

"He is not from us whoever does not respect our elders...” ^ 


This is a magnificent statement that comprises of 

significant and very high meanings. The elderly 

should be honored, and he has dignity among the 
— people. 

He has standing, respect, and honor in the hearts’ of 

the people. 


This is the starting point and supporting pillar for 
cattving out the tights of elders; because whoever 
does not respect his elders, then it is not possible for 
him to carry out their rights.

Honoring the elder is that there should be a level of 
respect and esteem for them in your heart, and you 
should understand his level, status, and position.

So if, his hearing is still intact then you should greet 
him in a voice which he can heat, and he should not - 
be harmed by it. If because of his elderly age his 
hearing is burdensome then you should also take 
that into consideration. 


Fourthly: Whenever you speak with an elder be sure 
to call him by the most gracious address like “O

Xou should know that this stage, which he is living 
in, is a stage of a total weakness in his body, health, 
as well as his senses; and if Allah lengthens your life 
maybe you will pass through this stage. 


Mankind in the first part of his life and in the prime 
of his youth he is untouched, young, his body is 
docile, and magnificent in appearance. Then he 
entets maturity of age so it changes his innate nature 
and some of his strength dwindles. Afterwards, he 
exceeds in age then he becomes elderly and older, 
lacking in strength, little movement, and incapable of 
performing the simplest of things. As Allah says,

a young child, therefore, you must observe that. 


Whereas the one who does not understand this 
matter, you will find him quick at becoming restless 
from what the elder does, and he becomes fed up 
with his (i.e., The elder) conduct; because he is not 
aware of the circumstance which the elder is 


undergoing. 


So if, you envision this position, keep it in mind, and 
you will learn that it is a right upon you, and it is an 
obligation that requires that you adhere to it; then 
indeed you will carry out this obligation, observe it in 
the perfect citcumstance and in the most excellent of 
what it can be. Ee 


From the sad and gtave matters is that some children 
catty out some of the good treatment in the initial 
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stage. Then they get tired, weary and abandon the 
good treatment to the elder. 


Rather, the matter enters a phase that some of the 
children take their father or mother to a place that 

| takes care of elders, and they leave them in that 
place. 


Rather, perhaps they disown them, turn away on 
their heels, and do not ever adhere to their tights 
except on visits. In some retirement homes, the 
father or mother remains there for fifteen years, less 
ot more; and their children do not visit them even 
on the day of Eid So if, this child was asked: 
“Would you like for your children to treat you 
like this when you become old?” What will he 
say? Cettainly he would be displeased with that for 
himself. And in the authentic hadith:
